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marches to the beat of a different drummer 


he Sound Machine of the Inland Empire 
isn’t an enormous contraption used to 
generate loud noises throughout the 
West Valley nor is it a control system to vary 
levels of decibals or acoustics. 

The Sound Machine is a group of young 
musicians. 

This new band is a musical venture of Dave 
Schaafsma and Ron Barbee, and is making its 
home in Upland. The group is attracting local 
musicians as well as performers from as far as 
Riverside. 

The band is getting organized this spring 
and new members sign up weekly while other 
musicians, age 12 to 21, stop by during 
rehearsals to check out the group. 

“Youth bands formed in the late 40’s, early 
50’s when high school bands didn’t do much, 
didn’t travel or have that special feeling,” 
Schaafsma said. That “special feeling” is a 
close family-like relationship and camaraderie 
bandsmen share. 

The youth band, which combines talented 
students from many different schools, went 
through a stagnation period when the number 
of competitions dropped off and lost populari- 
ty. Although a few are still in existence, the 
distances between the performing organiza 
tions makes it difficult for musicians in the 
Upland and Rancho Cucamonga areas to 
participate. 

“Many of the old youth bands were 
branches of clubs, like the Los Angeles Police 
Department Junior Band and the Elks Whittier 
Cavaliers,” Schaafsma said. Youth bands are 
open to any student from any school. 

“The music is a lot harder and the marching 
is more demanding ... there is a parade circuit 
as well as field shows and standstill shows 
(competitions),” he said. 

A standstill show uses field show music in 
a staged presentation, any formation can be 
used and soloists can be brought forward, 
routines can be done with a color guard, but 
the band does not move for movement's sake. 

“Youth bands are a lot more detailed, in 
line of the perfection of what a drum and bugle 
corps would do, but we won't reach that 
perfection. Drum and bugle corps practice 10 
hours a week before touring and then come 
back, change the routine and practice some 
more,’ Schaafsma said. 

The youth band is not in direct competition 
with the high school band; it is an extra- 
curricular extension of a school’s music 
program, according Schaafsma. 

“We don’t want to interfere (with high 
school music programs) in any way. If 4 
(competition) conflict arises, the student better B 
be with the high school band; that’s where he 
is getting a grade and learning. Primarily we ie

want to offer (an another chance for a student) cS 
to become more involved in music,” Schaafs- : “ 
ma said. 
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Band leader Dave Schaafsma uses his hands to direct his musicians through a song. 
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before attempting marching. It will be accom- 
panied by a color guard and dance corps. The 
founding members’ names will be engraved on 
a commemorative plaque, he said. 

“We give a lot more one-on-one attention 
than what you might find in a high school,” 
Barbee said. 

The Sound Machine will have two color 
guard instructors, as many as four percussion 
teachers, along with Director Schaafsma and 
Associate Director Barbee who will instruct the 
horn sections. Staff coordinator is Dave 
Weinberg. 

Schaafsma has 12 years of experience in 
youth band work; Barbee has 10 years. “It’s 
(youth band) different than high school 
because parents don’t say ‘you have to be in 
band.’ Students are here because they want to 
be here. It’s important to them,” Barbee said. 

He said the youth band experience teaches 
students to set goals as well as methods of 
reaching those goals. . 

“It teaches them responsibility and time 
management. They have to complete their 
homev ork and manage their time better to fit it 
(youth band) in,” Schaafsma said. 

“Youth band gives kids an opportunity to 
meet other kids from different schools ... when 
| was in high school, the football rivalry wasn’t 
as tense, it was a lot of fun. (Youth band 
members) looked forward to half-time because 
they would show off for each other,” Schaafs- 
ma said. 

Learning leadership skills is another aspect 
of the youth band experience. The section 
leaders, usually older members, are given 
responsibilities and serve as role models for 
the junior high musicians. 

“We teach the older members how to teach 
the younger ones, how to do sectional work, 
and keep discipline. They give input to help 
design shows and let us know music they want 
to play and shows they want to do,” he said. 

Youth band socials also provide an oppor- 
tunity for the members to get to know one 
another as well as have fun, according to 
Schaafsma said. 

The Sound Machine directors will concen- 
trate on developing the musical talents of the 
group before they put the unit into marching 
formation. 

Upland High School sophomore Mary 
Limon said she decided to visit the Sound 
Band rehearsals after seeing a flyer in the 
bandroom. “I enjoy doing things like playing in 
the band. I’ve been playing in. (Upland High 
School) band for two years.” Limon plays 
clarinet. 

Bill Adams, a junior at Alta Loma High 
School, plays baritone saxophone. “I love to 
march. | heard they were starting up (a youth 
band) ... | figured with the mysicians (we have 
locally) we could put together a good enough 
band to give the Santa Ana Winds a run for 
their money. It could be an honor band that 
would go off to march and that fascinates me.” 

The Winds are a unit to be reckoned with at 
youth band competitions and are well-known 
throughout Southern California, according to 
both directors. Adams said he would have 
been interested in joining the Winds but it’s 
too far to travel. 

Cheri Polley joined up with the Sound 
Machine because it gave her an opportunity to 
play piccolo. “I’m drum major in the Montclair 
Band and | love being in band; it’s better than 
going out partying.” 

Upland resident Barbara Hunt said she 
thinks the youth band is a good _ idea, 
especially for this district since junior high 
students don’t get the opportunity to march. 

She said her daughter likes music and 
being in the youth band will give her an 
opportunity to get into competitions. 

Band ‘members must pay $12 a month to 
cover the rent of the rehearsal room at Upland 
High School, the cost of the instructors and 
music along with other minor operating 
expenses, according to Schaafsma. The dues 
are expected to eventually drop to $7 to help 
curb costs. 

Also required is a $3.75 insurance fee each 
year to cover members for accident and illness 
while they are at band functions.

KEFLAVIK, Iceland — Daniel C. Laizure 
enlisted in the Navy to travel and is now living 
and working on an island in the North Atlantic, 
a few miles south of the Arctic Circle. 

The 22-year-old son of Charles Laizure, 
2070 Tulare Way, Upland, and Annette Laizure, 
Garden Grove, is serving on the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization Base in Keflavik, Iceland. 

“| requested these orders,” the 1979 
graduate of Upland High School said. “I 
wanted to be around people with different 
ideas and the chances to see their culture. 

“Iceland is a beautiful, rugged country. _ 
There’s no pollution; the air is the cleanest 
and freshest I’ve ever experienced.” 

The 1,100-year-old nation is about the size 
of Ohio. Most of the 223,000 Icelanders live 
along the rugged coast that provides shelter of 
their fishing fleets and farmland for their 
sheep, cattle and horese. 

Called the “Land of Ice and Fire,” the 
country’s interior consists of rough highlands, 
lakes, the largest glaciers in Europe and 
volcanic mountains. 

“V’ve gone sightseeing and am impressed 
with the island’s open countryside,” Seaman 
Laizure said. “It’s very green with flowers all 
over. But | miss seeing trees, especially near 
the base because it’s all rock.” 

The NATO baSe, home for 2,000 U.S. 
military men and women, accompanied by 
3,000 family members, occupies a flat, rocky 
lava plateau on the southwest coast of the 
country. 

Its mission is to defend Iceland. and the 
strategic ocean surrounding the country. 
NATO forces detect, track and identify aircraft, 
ships and submarines in the area. 

Soviet naval forces entering or leaving the 
North Atlantic must pass around Iceland — 
there is no other path for them. 

Although Laizure is satisfied with his 
assignment, he misses California weather. 

“Winters in Upland are like summers here,” 
he said. “It rains almost every day. | miss 
sunny days at the beach.” 

Iceland’s northern tip almost touches the 
Arctic Circle, but its temperatures are 
moderated by the Gulf Stream. The average 
temperature in January, the coldest month, is 
higher than in New York City. Summer 
temperatures are generally in the 50s. 

The dominant factor in Iceland’s weather is 
wind. Winds of 35 mph are common and 
occasionally exceed 80 mph. As a result, cold 
wind-chill factors are common. 

“It’s a little depressing not being able to 
enjoy outdoor activities even in the summer,” 
Laizure said. 

iceland has only two seasons, winter and 
summer. The biggest contrast in summer is 
the “midnight sun.” In May, June and July, it 
never gets dark. In December, it’s light about

A 13-cent postal card commemorating the 
350th anniversary of the founding of Maryland 
was issued by the U.S. Postal Service, March 
25, following a special session of the Maryland 
Legislature in St. Mary’s City. 

Although the Colonists established the 
first settlement in St. Mary’s City, the first-day 
cancellation reads “St. Clement’s Island, MD 
20686,” reflecting the actual landing site. 

The design features a view of the Dove, a 
“pinnace,” or pine ship, and the Ark, the large 
merchant vessel which carried Leonard Calvert 
and his family and friends to the New World. 
More than four months passed before the 
sturdy square-rigged ships sailed into the 
Cheapeake Bay. The smalier Dove was nearly 
rammed by a French cutter shortly after 
leaving England. It was forced to turn back 
once and, was counted for a time, as lost. 
Despite cramped quarters and scarce 
provisions, the colonists persevered. A 40-foot 
stone monument stands on St. Clement’s

recall the time Dan related his trip to school 
that morning. 

On his way, he, and his sidekick, Stuart 
McLaughlin, had encountered a Pacific 
Electric freight train, stopped on the tracks 
and blocking their way. He was elated with the 
daring and risk that Stuart had exhibited. “He 
went up the steps on one side of a car, over 
the top, and down the steps of the other side”. 
Most amazing. So, we asked how he did it. His 
reply was, “Oh, | did it safely, | just crawled 
under the coupling between cars.” | guess we 
were lucky that time. 

At one time, the McCallums, across the 
grove, were having their wood-sided home 
stuccoed. All of the nearby kids gathered there 
after the workers went home. Using a plank 
and a sawhorse, they set up a teeter-totter. As 
we heard it, all of the small kids got on one 
end, and a couple of bigger ones on the other. 

The little ones group weighed more, so, off 
again, and the big ones picked up a roll of 
stucco wire, like chicken wire, and loaded it on 
to their end. The little ones were still too 
heavy. In the confusion, the holder of the wire 
roll let go. Our Nancy was first in line on the 
low end. The roll of wire rolled down the plank, 
its loose end flapping. it caught, and ripped 
out several of her lower front teeth. 

The teeth hung by shreds. When she raced 
home, screaming, we dashed her off to the 
dentist, Dr. Emory Johnson. He put the teeth 
back where they belonged, and made a plastic 
gadget to hold them there. They took hold 

nicely, and she still has them. This, being

Local Sierra Club members are combining 
the pleasure of outdoor activities with the 
business of preserving the land they enjoy. 

_ The Los Serranos group was organized to 
help members pursue hiking, skiing, 
backpacking and other-outdoor activities. But 
for the last several years, it has focused on 
land conservation as well. 

As part of that effort, the preservation of 
Rancho Cucamonga foothills was discussed at 
a recent meeting. Rick Gomez, Rancho 
Cucamonga city planner, and Otto Kroutil, 
associate planner, described the West Valley 
Foothill Community Plan and the city’s 
planning department's role in its development. 


The foothills are in the city of Rancho 
Cucamonga’s sphere of influence but are 
under county control, Gomez said. 

““City) planners are in between the private 
developer and the public,” he said. 

Gomez and Kroutil gave Los Serranos

Environmental Impact Report process and 
explained how public input is used to 
determine a project’s approvat or denial. 
Gomez said simply objecting to a project 
did not make a significant impact. He advised 
protesters to consider an EIR as a useful tool, 
a “purely objective (document) with a full 
disclosure of information,” and to use the 
information to make reasonable objections. 


George Shipway, a past local chairman and 
current candidate for national office in the 
Sierra Club, said the organization works on an 
“upside down” power structure. “The local 
groups tell the national (officials) what to do ... 
it’s much more grassroots than anything 
else.” Each chapter send a representative to 
the national level. 

The local group was successful in its 
endeavor to keep the county from building a 
law and justice facility on the Guasti Regional 
Park site in Rancho Cucamonga. 

“We wrote letters stating that was not an 
appropriate use of park land,” Letty French

and later agreed the law and justice building 
was not an appropriate use for the Guasti site. 

“We tried to get the city to maintain a 
regional park at 17th Street which is on the 
master plan (for the city of Upland) but they 
voted in a residential development ... we 
couldn’t convince them to not put houses in 
flood (channel) land,” she said. 

She said Sierra Club members try to be 
members of advisory groups and work with 
coalitions to try to help with conservation and 
preservation efforts. 

Currently, the group is trying to gather 
support for the California Wilderness Bill 
before the Senate, by urging people to write to 
Senator Pete Wilson to vote for the bill as it 
stands. The legislation will affect Sheep 
Mountain, the westerly part of Mt. Baldy, the 
ridge west of of Baldy Village and some 
additional areas of Rancho Cucamonga. r

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“Okay, now give me your other hand,” 
said the parent volunteer to a little boy 
whose blackened fingertips had just been 
pressed onto a card. 

Looking disconcerted, the tot pulled his 
other hand over the ink pad and let the 
woman press it down on the card. 

“That’s a good boy,” she said. ‘“‘Wasn’t 
that fun?” 

The child glanced toward his mother as if 
checking to see whether he had made it 
through the exercise, responding to her 
smiling face with a large grin of his own. 


Though it all seemed like fun and games 
at the two-day Deer Canyon Elementary 
School fingerprinting program, the motive 
behind the project was serious — deadly 
serious. 

Law enforcement figures reveal that 
2,000 of the 10,000 missing children 
nationwide each year are found dead 
without identification. Also, some children 
who die during natural disasters, such as 
earthquakes, are never identified. 

But having a set of their child’s 
fingerprints gives parents a means of 
identifying him should such a situation ever 
arise. 

“I don’t think anyone here thinks it’s 
morbid,” said Pat Morrison, the Deer Canyon 
PTA vice president who organized this year’s 
program. “It’s not only good public 





a real morale booster.”’ 

Morrison said crime prevention deputies 
from the Rancho Cucamonga Sheriff’s 
Substation who helped organize the 
program claim the first 24 hours after a child 
is reported missing are the most important 
as far as identification goes. By giving law 
enforcement agencies a little more to go on 
than achild’s description, the chances of 
finding a missing person are enhanced 
considerably, Morrison said. 

And if a dead child is found, itis better 
to know right away who it is than to agonize 
while officials make a determination, law 
enforcement officials say. 

“Most of the parents I’ve talked to say 
they would get a little satisfaction out of

having something to go on, rather than 
having to wait it out,” Morrison said. 

“A lot of parents feel a lot better having 
identification other than hair color and eye 
color and stuff like that,” she added. 

It also helps to have a very young child’s 
fingerprints if he is found alive, but is unable 
to give his name or address, officials say. 

Children only a few months old were 
fingerprinted at Deer Canyon, but they will 
have to do it again at age 3 because the 
prints change, Morrison said. 

Fingerprinting children has been the 
subject of controversy in some parts of the 


. city because parents fear officials will use 


the identification for other means, such as 
tracking down children suspected of 
committing a crime. 

To combat that prospect, none of the 
print cards taken at Deer Canyon went 
anywhere but to the parents. Other 
programs have prints sent to Sacramento for 
storage. 

“There’s no reason for them (the prints) 
to go anyplace else,” Morrison said. “... 
Most parents feel it is worth a try.” 

Forty children were brought in by their 
parents to have their prints taken within the 
first 20 minutes of the program. Children 
had to have permission slips signed by their 
parents to participate. 

The program relied on notes sent home 
with children and posters in supermarket 
windows to get the word out. More than 220 
children were fingerprinted during the two- 
day program. 

Morrison said the PTA will respond to 
the influx of new children into the city every 
year by holding annual fingerprinting days. 
Though other schools in the city hold their 
own fingerprinting sessions, Morrison said 
any child in the city will be able to take part 
in the program. 

“I'd like to stress this is for the whole 
community,” she said. 

Volunteers from the PTA placed the 
child’s prints on the cards, which were 
donated by Alta Loma’s Straw Hat Pizza 

Parlor. 

‘Most of us will be here next year, too,” 
said one volunteer.

San Dimas to honor 
artist Wilson Hurley 


Wilson Hurley, an artist known for his 
broad landscapes of the western United 
States, has been selected 1984 ‘‘Artist of the 
West” for the American Indian and Cowboy 
Artists’ Festival in San Dimas April 27-29. 

Hurley will be honored with President 
Ronald Reagan, who was recently named 1984 
“Man of the West” by the group. Recognition 
of the two men will highlight the San Dimas 
exhibition and sale sponsored by the Festival 
of Western Arts. 

Hurley was chosen because his artwork 
makes a “significant statement” about the 
American West, said Tom Nuss, chairman of 
the festival board. 


The artist has been particularly acclaimed 
for the way he depicts clouds and 
southwestern light. He attributes his interest 
in broad vistas, mountains, canyons and 
clouds to his flying experience. 

Hurley was a pilot in the U.S. Air Force. He 
flew in an air-sea rescue unit in the Philippines 
until he resigned in 1949 to enter George 
Washington Law School in Washington, D.C. 

He practiced law for about 13 years before 
dedicating himself full time to art. His interest

in art, however, goes back to his childhood. At 
an early age he was exposed to many painters 
and spent time in the studios of such artists 
as John Young-Hunter and Joe Bakos. 

Hurley’s work may be found in collections 
at the Pentagon, National Aeronautical and 
Space Administration headquarters in 
Washington, D.C., the Air Force Academy, Air 
Force Museum at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, and in private collections.

The U.S. Swimming indoor national 
championships underway at the 
Indiana University Natatorium in 
Indianapolis will be a dress rehearsal 
for the U.S. Olympic Trials for the top 
contenders. 

The indoor championships here 
produced 14 meet and seven 
American records a year ago. The big 
difference this time is that instead of 
being held over the short course (25 
yards), the competition will be in the 
50-meter pool because this is an 
Olympic year. 

It’s the third major swimming meet 
to be held at the site this season and 
will be conducted under the watchful 
eyes of Alabama’s Don Gambril, head 
coach of the U.S. swimming 
contingent for the Los Angeles 
Olympics. 

At least four world record-holders 
will be among the 900 or so 
swimmers, many of whom will be here 
to prepare for the all-important 
Olympic eliminations in late June.
